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America — Best Auction Market 


OR the past few years, leading 
American Auction Dealers have 
been quite upset over the fact that 
too many large American proper- 

ties were being shipped to Europe for 
sale at Auction. There have probably 
been several reasons for such a situation 
and to rectify the matter is entirely up 
to those dealers who are prepared to 
handle properties of the size and scope 
of the late Crocker collection, the 
Stephen Brown collection and collections 
of equal importance. 

It is not entirely the fault of Ameri- 
can dealers that these large collections 
have all gone abroad. There has been 
entirely too much lack of support of 
American dealers to acquire such col- 
lections and too much support in favor 
of certain foreign interests by certain 
stamp paper publishers, who constantly 
stress the absorbing power of the foreign 
market, and who use their influence with 
the seller in urging that the material be 
placed abroad, when as a matter of fact 
they in turn expect to profit and prosper 
by the support of the American dealer 
whom they disregard. 

The recent sale of the Sinkler col- 
lection by Eugene Klein should do more 
than any one thing to convince American 
collectors that the best market for your 
stamps is here in America. Prices real- 
ized at this sale were in most instances 
much better than recent prices in Lon- 
don for identical or similar lots, and 
the heavy purchase of America’s leading 
buyer of fine items whereby over 50% 
of the total of the sale was purchased 
by one dealer certainly could not have 
been duplicated by any London buyer. 
This meant top prices as is evidenced by 
a priced catalogue of the sale. 

It is true that some dealers, particu- 
larly those who operate on a “hand to 
mouth” basis, lack confidence in them- 
selves and in Philately as a profession. 
Their combined word is undoubtedly of 
some weight, but in America, there are 
now many dealers whose business is of 
such proportions and who have the ex- 
perience and qualification to dispose to 
best advantage of collections of any 
character or magnitude. It is reported 
that one particular dealer stood ready 
to back up the sale of a large collection 
with no less than a million dollars in 
cash. This, despite the fact that banks 
have been slow in recognizing the im- 
Portance of Philately as a business or 
Profession and the American stamp deal- 
et experiences far more difficulty in

securing bank credit than the dealer in 
foreign countries. 

Foreign dealers have long recognized 
the importance of the American market. 
Their catalogues are prepared with a 
view to reaching American buyers. They 
are mailed in ample time for overseas 
bids and in cases where U. S. stamps 
are offered, they are listed in accordance 
with the Scott catalogue. The American 
dealer can learn a few things from the 
methods of foreign dealers. 

To sum up the auction situation, there 
are only a small proportion of U. S. 


in the United States but so many of the 
sales are of little, if any importance, 
and many are held by small dealers 
who have yet to establish themselves in 
the field. The perseverance of the small 
dealer is to be commended, but, in order 
to build a name and reputation for him- 
self, he must acquire a clientele of buy- 
ers and secure connections whereby he 
can present material of quality to this 
clientele. Too often the auction business 
is secondary to a retail business and it 
may be felt by some that the auction 
sales detract from retail sales which are

Famous American Scientists 


DR. CRAWFORD W. LONG 


Unusual is the honor accorded Dr. Long, for though 
he discovered the valuable properties of ether anesthesia, 
he failed to make this known for the use of mankind 
and another gave it to the world upon discovering the 
same thing two years later. Dr. Long was born at Dan- 
ielsville, Ga. on November 1, 1815 and became an 
unusually successful country doctor of his time. He 
was educated at the local academy, at Franklin College 
(now the University of Georgia), at Transylvania Col- 
lege at Lexington, Va. and finally at the University of 
Pennsylvania. He obtained his doctor’s degree from the 
latter school in 1839. For 18 months he worked in New 
York City hospitals and possibly the deep impression 
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made by surgical patients suffering in those pre- 
anesthesia days started him on the search that ended 
with discovery of ether anesthesia. The “ether parties” 
of medical students first attracted his attention to possible practical use of the 
vapor; the students inhaling the vapors with same general intent and results as 
an intoxicating liquor. After some experiments upon himself, Long on March 30, 
1842 successfully removed a tumor from the neck of one James Venable whom 
he had made unconscious to pain by administering ether anesthesia, the first time 
this had been done in history. He operated similarly upon three other patients, 
but failed to publicise his discoveries and the discovery would probably have 
remained unknown to the world for years if in 1844 a dentist, Horace Wells and 
his student Morton had not discovered the same thing and in 1846 publicised by 
public demonstration the wonderful discovery. Dr. Long in 1852 stated he had 
deferred publication too long and left any claim for recognition to the medical 
profession, and they took no action. In addition to his anesthesia experiments, Dr. 
Long was also in advance of his day in other respects. He treated and cured while 
practising at Jefferson the then usually fatal tuberculosis by food and fresh air; 
treated typhoid as do doctors of the present; operated successfully for cancer of 
the breast, cured cases of lockjaw and was particularly skilled in the use of the 
obstetrical forceps. A memorial at Jefferson commemorates his successful anes- 
thesia experiment. Dr. Long died at Athens, Ga., June 16, 1878.

before us. The United States portion of 
the Wm. H. Crocker collection was sold 
in London about a year ago. It realized 
a total of about $85,000,000 without de- 
ducting commission. More would have 
been offered outright for this collection. 
Last fall, the Stephen Brown collection 
of U. S. stamps was sold in New York. 
While the collection was sold by the 
same firm that had sold the Crocker 
collection, the Brown collection was ar- 
ranged and catalogued by American phil- 
atelists who were fully aware of the 
requirements of American buyers. This 
collection realized a total of $107,000.00 
when the estimate of the auctioneers was 
said to be about $65,000.00. One quali- 
fed American dealer made the estimate 
that the total of the Brown collection 
would be between $100,000.00 and $110,- 
000.00 and made an effort to secure the 
sale of the collection on that basis. Yet, 
the collection went to London and it was 
only because of war conditions that it 
was sold in the U. S. If it had been 
sold in London, it is quite possible that 
the $65,000 figure would have been more 
nearly correct. 


In view of the number of American 
collections of both U. S. and foreign 
stamps which have been sent abroad 
for sale, the philatelists in the U. S., 
both dealers and collectors, have been 
looking at the situation with alarm and 
question. There is a certain amount of 
patriotic sentiment in the matter but 
this point alone does not approach the 
truth of the situation. The real question 
arises from the amounts realized for col- 
lections . the manner in handling 
and the fact that such a large propor- 
tion of fine pieces are sold to American 
buyers and find their way back to this 
country. The stamp buyer is interna- 
tional in his outlook, he is interested in 
securing things which he wants for his 
collection ‘or which he needs for his 
stock. It makes no difference where it 
is sold, he is a potential buyer. The 
same might be said of dealers and col- 
lectors throughout the world. As an 
example, a fine collection of U. S. stamps 
sold in a foreign market might attract 
half a dozen from this country to attend 
the sale in person. In some cases they 
act as agents for other buyers but un- 
less the ultimate purchaser is present, 
himself, the bids are limited to the in- 
structions given the agents. There will 
be some book bids received directly 
from buyers but only a few, if any, of 
these buyers will have had the oppor- 
tunity to examine the lots on which bids 
are placed. All of this acts as a limita- 
tion on the realization of the sale. On 
the other hand, the same collection, if 
sold, say, in New York would find 
hundreds of lots sent for the personal 
inspection of prospective buyers 
a tremendous number of collectors and 
dealers giving personal examination to 
the various lots and an attendance at the 
sale of a great number of actual buyers, 
offering heavy competition on the things 
they would like to secure. It is not 
Surprising that the ultimate realization 
is greater, for, in spite of the efforts of 
the auctioneers to create an international 
clientele, they cannot secure the utmost 
competition for fine pieces unless the 
actual buyers are present or have given 
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wide discretionary powers to their agents. 
In this respect, many buyers will not} 
entrust their bids to an agent for the 
agent receives a commission for his 
services and is naturally interested in 
prices being as high as possible. This 
may be an unjust accusation but it ex- 
presses the thought held by many buy- 
ers, who, under these circumstances 
withhold their bids. Auction buyers 
throughout the world have accustomed 
themselves to entrusting their buying 
commissions to the auctioneers them- 
selves. It is these book, or mail bids 
that form the foundation of every sale. 
One might make the same accusation 
against the auctioneer as has been made 
in reference to agents for, by executing 
mail bids, the auctioneer is acting as 
agent for the buyer and, too, has an 
interest in higher prices from a stand- 
point of commission. However, any 
auctioneer who expects to remain in 
business must build his reputation on 
a basis of fair dealing and the good will 
of his clientele is worth far more than 
the slight difference he might receive 
in commission from an abuse of the 
confidence placed in him. Buyers are 
quick to realize when advantage has 
been taken of their confidence and the 
successful auctioneers doing business to- 
day have established themselves on a 
basis of fair dealing and trustworthiness. 
It is the confidence that has been thus 
established that is responsible for the 
success of the auctions as a medium for 
the disposal of such enormous numbers 
of stamps. 

Auction buyers can be divided into 
four categories. There are the collectors 
seriously interested in acquiring pieces 
of quality for their collection. Dealers 
buying fine pieces for their stock or for 
particular needs. Collectors interested 
in adding to their collections in a 
broad way, and “sharpshooters,” both 
collectors and dealers who send in long 
lists of bids of very low figures in the 
hope that they might possibly secure 
something for far less than its worth. 
The majority of these buyers do not 
have the opportunity of examining the 
lots and rely on the catalogue descrip- 
tions alone as a basis on which to form- 
ulate their bids. 

This places an added responsibility on 
the auctioneer to present the material 
offered with an utmost degree of accuracy 
and with a sound description of the con- 
dition of the stamp which favors neither 
the buyer nor seller. His duty is to

present the stamp exactly as it is. In 
this respect he is faced with differences 
in personal opinion. In order to present 
his material properly, an auctioneer must 
have a wide knowledge of relative con- 
dition. He must understand the varying 
standards of condition which obtain 
throughout the various stamp issues of 
the world and each stamp must be de- 
scribed in accordance with these stand- 
ards. He must assume that the buyer 
is equally informed as to normal devia- 
tion in standards of condition and be 
guided accordingly, yet too many bidders 
are unaware of this fact. An ability to 
describe stamps properly and unemo- 
tionally comes only with wide expe-

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Philippine Notes 


By Paso M. EsPERIDION, Manila, Philippines 





Again, issuance of commemorative 
stamps to the value of half a million 
pesos every year and to last for 10 years! 
(G-r-e-a-t Guns!) Has been proposed in 
a bill filed on March 4 by Assemblyman 
Calixto C. Zaldivar, chairman of the 
committee on aviation of the National 
Assembly. Object of this issue is to 
raise funds (What! again?) for the ex- 
pansion of the air force of the Philippine 
Army. 





The proposed issue shall be made on 
December 21 of each year (beginning 
this year), to commemorate the signing 
of the National Defense Act signed by 
President Manuel L. Quezon on Decem- 
ber 21, 1935, according to the bill. 





Proceeds from the sale of these com- 
mems shall be deposited in the national 
treasury and shall constitute a special 
fund to be known as “aircraft fund” which 
shall be at the disposal of the President 
for the purchase of airplanes and other 
equipment for the Philippine air corps. 





To some observers’ way of thinking, 
this ten-year commem looks like a “car- 
bon copy” of the Patriotic Aviation 
stamps issued in 1937 by Japan. 





“Public Hobby No. 1” was exhibited 
for the first time in one of the Manila 
movies last February, and according to 
people in the film exchange business, it’ll 
make rounds for at least six months in 
the local movies. 





Wm. H. Rusch, who lambasted stamp 
collecting in the Philippines with his 
bombastic article, “Collecting In The 
Tropics” in a recent issue of Chambers 
Stamp Journal, lampooned the “uncivi- 
lized climate” in Manila, boomeranged 
its effects to his 15-cent hinges, bickered 
on the naughty cockroaches who ate the 
gum on his stamps, and kicked a lot 
about his sad experience on stamp col- 
lecting in the Philippines, local observers 
wish to convey to the American stamp 
collecting public that the average tem- 
perature in these Islands is 78° Fahren- 
heit (from 1885 to 1936), and that mis- 
chievous cockroaches have of course by 
their own right to live, where, in the 
New York parlance—the “dead-end kids” 
live! 





Dr. Charles S. Banks, an American 
oldtimer, botanist and one of the oldest 
philatelists in the Philippines, died in 
Manila last November 10, at the age of 
64. Dr. Banks was born in Washington,

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New Mexico First Flight 


Air mail service will be inaugurated 
to Roswell and Hobbs, New Mexico, 
soon on route A. M. 29 from El Paso, 
Texas to Albuquerque, N. M. The Ros- 
well and Hobbs postmasters will be sup- 
plied cachets by the Post Office Dept. to 
be stamped on first flight covers. Col- 
lectors may send covers to the postmas- 
ters for the flight, but the Dept. has 
requested that they be carefully pre- 
pared. Covers must be _ addressed, 
sealed, stamped with air mail postage 
and enclosed in a larger envelope along 
with a brief (one sentence is sufficient) 
note to the P. M. authorizing him to 
hold the covers for the first flight. The 
cachet will not be applied to covers 
unless a space approximately 314 inches 
at left side of envelope is left clear. 
If there is insufficient space, no cachet 
will be applied as the cachet will not be 
placed on back of cover. If collectors 
want “directional coverage” (by first 
fight out of each point to each other 
point) they must mark this clearly in 
pencil on the cover, preferably just 
above the address such as “Roswell 
north” or “Roswell south.” Both cities 
may not be added to the route on the 
same day. All covers will be flown, 
regardless to where addressed, over the 
route according to directions written on 
the covers. Even covers addressed to 
persons in either town will be flown on. 
the first plane and then returned to those 
points by usual mails.

Editor’s Notebook 


CACHET COLUMN In our Feb. 24 

number we ran 
an inquiry in a prominent position to 
learn if our subscribers desired a cachet 
column. From time to time we received 
requests that we again have such a col- 
umn. So we took that means of attempt- 
ing to learn if any considerable group 
of our readers wanted such a column. 
We expected a minimum of 50 requests 
and would not have been surprised at 
several hundred. But it seems either our 


readers are stamp collectors and don’t 
collect cachets or else the cachet col- 
lector is not very articulate for we re- 
ceived the impressive total of but 23 
letters and cards in answer to our in- 
quiry. 

These 23 we attempted to classify and 
here is the result: Five were included 
in communications to us on other mat- 
ters, three were from friends who offered

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to conduct such a column, and one was 
from an anonymous reader who said 
“NO” in strong terms. There was an in- 
teresting division of opinion regarding 
what kind of cachets were wanted listed 
and this interested us as most of the 
cachets now gotten out are for events 
that are not philatelic, have no relation 
whatsoever to the postal service, and 
whose inclusion in a stamp collection has 
seemed to us to be stretching some 
points. Nine wanted “all” cachets listed; 
four specified airport dedications; four 
others broadened this to everything 
“aero”; one specified “historical”; and 
one specified “philatelic.” One with a 
frankness that was most interesting re- 
quested we list those that “might be 
valuable.” 


We could make some frank statements 
on the small amount of interest shown 
in cachets, but the abuse of this privi- 
lege of getting up a cachet on any and 
every occasion is the one real reason for 
the lack of interest. There is also the 
question involved of whether the fellow 
who collects cachets and nothing else, is 
really a stamp collector? There are some 
who will immediately say they “will col- 
lect what they blankety-blank please” 
and with that we agree. Where they get 
confused is that they don’t realize 
they are collecting one thing and classi- 
fying themselves in quite another. We 
don’t call a collector of buttons a stamp 
collector; and why classify as a “stamp 
collector” anyone who somehow or other 
retains something that bears a postage 
stamp—even if the postage stamp is just 
an incidental? 


So we will continue to list cachets as 
in the past: Scattered in proportion to 
their importance among other news 
items; with those for which a charge is 
made being barred from free publicity. 
Cachet directors please note. We admit 
our inability to pick those which “might 
become valuable” and advise our read- 
ers who tackle philately with that 
thought to not collect cachets or stamps, 
but put their money in a bank.

Event- 
ually every collector who hopes to pro- 
gress in the hobby and become a real 
collector will change to this method for 
it is the only practical method that will 
solve all problems of collecting and 
mounting. 

It is for this reason that the New Im- 
perial Postage Stamp Album just put 
in the market by Scott Publications, Inc., 
marks one of the greatest steps forward 
in album publication that this firm has 
ever made. It means that the young 
collector who buys the new Imperial Al- 
bum with its quadrille ruled pages will 
start in the right manner and just so 
much sooner will he progress and acquire 
the knowledge that will make him a 
more capable philatelist.

We predict that this new Imperial Al- 
bum will do much toward making more 
and better collectors out of the younger 
generation. We could only suggest that 
future editions might have a page or two 
devoted to an explanation of how to 
mount stamps and collect stamps on a 
quadrille page.

rience. Too often there is a certain 
amount of overenthusiasm expressed 
which becomes tempered only after long 
and wide experience with buyers’ intel- 
ligence and requirements. All of this 
presupposes an ability to classify each 
stamp properly and to call attention 
to the various facts of the stamp which 
might prove of additional interest to 
potential buyers. This is a duty to the 
owner as well as to the buyer of the 
stamps. To assume otherwise is a breach 
of trust imposed in the auctioneer. A 
rare variey, even though obscure, which 
has been cherished by the former owner, 
deserves recognition in the auction cata- 
logue for a new buyer might derive as 
much pleasure from its ownership as the 
former owner. If proper attention were 
not to be called to such things, the bids 
from several potential buyers might not 
be forthcoming. In other words, the 
auctioneer has every incentive to prepare 
his sales so as to call attention to the 
various points of interest. Carelessness 
or lack of knowledge react against the 
auctioneer only, and neither against the 
collection sold nor the buyer. 

The proper classification of the stamps 
offered is of utmost importance. It 
requires a thorough working knowledge 
of stamps plus the ability to invoke the 
aid of recognized students in the particu- 
lar field. Not a single philatelist, collec- 
tor or dealer, can justifiably assume that 
he possesses sufficiently wide knowledge 
to understand the stamps of the entire 
world. There are particular specialized 
fields which have required intensive 
study of utmost detail. There are facts 
of history, technical production, inks, 
papers, etc., that have a bearing of 
extreme importance and a single indi- 
vidual must be superhuman in order 
to encompass a knowledge of philately 
in its fullest aspect. There is no ques- 
tion that in the United States we have 
the foremost students of our own postal 
issues. We have dealers who have de- 
voted a life-long study to these stamps 
and who possess a specialized knowl- 
edge rendering them far more competent 
than any foreign dealer, who, from ne- 
cessity, would treat the United States 
stamps much as U. S. dealers do the 
stamps of foreign countries. 

It could, under such circumstances, 
hardly be expected that foreign dealers 
would have the ability to give the mi- 
nute treatment to a U.S. collection which 
is necessary in order to present it to an 
intelligent American clientele and do 
justice to both buyer and seller. The 
same criticism might be made of some 
U. S. dealers, who, either from lack 
of care or insufficient knowledge pro- 
duce their sale and catalogues in a hap- 
hazard manner. Under such circum- 
Stances, it is not to be wondered that 
the intelligent buyer requires that he 
examine the stamps before bidding. Far 
too often, the philatelic press has made 
feports comparing prices realized for 
stamps of identical classification with- 
out considering facts of condition or 
other points which, although not brought 








out, may have been of greater impor- 
tance to the price or difference in price. 
One might bring out one particular in- 
stance where a certain stamp offered 
abroad as a “special printing” realized 
$320.00, when it was actually the ordi- 
nary stamp and not a special printing. 
Another one, but actually a_ special 
printing, though not the equal in condi- 
tion of the supposed special printing 
sold abroad, realized $280.00 at a New 
York sale. Yet these two stamps were 
compared as showing more favorable 
results abroad for United States stamps, 
without giving either condition or classi- 
fication any consideration. The buyer 
at $320 actually owns a stamp worth 
only a few dollars, because of the error 
in describing it. The buyer of the stamp 
at $280 has something of sound value 
at a price commensurate with its con- 
dition. This is only a single instance 
out of hundreds. 

Examination by means of modern lab- 
oratory apparatus would, in such case 
as this, afford a full protection to the 
buyer and to the reputation of the 
auctioneer. As an example of the im- 
portance of laboratory examination 
three particular lots sold in a recent 
auction might be cited. These lots had 
been examined by the writer of the 
catalogue . . . they were checked, they 
were further examined by any number 
of potential buyers and no suspicion was 
had. However, after they had been sold, 
they were submitted to the Philatelic 
Research Laboratories for checking with 
the following results. 

One lot, a 10c 1869 U. S. with rare 
cancellation was found to have had 
parts of the cancellation carefully drawn 
in with ink. The workmanship was so 
clever that only such type of examina- 
tion was able to reveal it. 

Another lot, the imperf. horizontally 
pair of the 2c Louisiana Purchase ap- 
peared to be perfect to all ordinary ex- 
amination. However, when photographed 
under rays of intense penetrating power, 
a serious thin spot was revealed under 
a carefully placed hinge. This lot, in- 
cidentally, sold for $750.00 before the 
defect was discovered and when offered 
for resale on its merits, realized only 
$310.00. This piece could have been 
sold, with its defect unrecognized, for 
$850.00 to $900.00, in perfectly good 
faith, but if the defect should ever be 
uncovered, the reflection would not be 
on the auctioneer but on the seller. 
The buyer would be disappointed and 
the dealer who sold it would be put in 
the position of having to make good 
because of the inability of the auctioneer 
to give proper description to the piece. 
In this instance, the laboratory examina- 
tion saved some hundreds of dollars to 
a collector and also protected the repu- 
tation of the purchaser from the auction. 

The third lot was a particularly clever 
reperforation of one side of a block of 
10c 1908 blue paper. This, too, had 
gone undetected, and the block sold at a 
near record price because of its beauti- 
ful centering. Examination by the lab- 
oratories with delicate measuring ap- 
paratus proved the true nature of the 
piece beyond any question with the re- 
sult that the buyer received a refund 
from the auctioneer with his apologies 





for the oversight. Apologies mean noth- 
ing, however, for it is accuracy that is 
demanded. A willingness to rectify er- 
rors has been a part of the stamp busi- 
ness but it is far better that the errors 
should not occur. Examination by mod- 
ern laboratory apparatus with compe- 
tent operators will prevent any such 
happenings, resulting in protection to 
both buyer and seller. 


The war in Europe has changed con- 
ditions to a great degree. A _ review 
of recent auction prices for small lots 
of United States stamps indicates that 
withdrawal of support of the American 
buyer has demoralized the market for 
these stamps and the prices obtained are 
far below the worth of the same stamps 
in this country. As an example, the 
1930 Graf Zeppelin series sold at $21.00 
in London against $32.00 in this country 
during the same week. A 5c 1847, de- 
scribed as very fine brought only $3.75 
against current realization of $12 to $15 
for similar quality in this country. This 
situation has reached the point where 
at least one foreign dealer has taken 
offices in New York and intends to reach 
the American market directly. Could 
there be any greater evidence in support 
of the international importance of the 
American buying power? 

As far as Philately is concerned, the 
outbreak of war in Europe has empha- 
sized the extreme importance of Ameri- 
can buying power in world markets. It 
has shown to the world that we have 
passed the adolescent phase and are in 
full growth. The only reason that such 
facts were not recognized before has 
been because of the short-sightedness of 
some dealers and certain philatelic pub- 
lishers in not acknowledging our maturity, 
who have persistently touted the foreign 
market. America is entitled to open 
recognition of its prominence in Phila- 
tely, from the standpoint of the student 
and in its commercial aspect. We are 
recognized and respected abroad but 
in our own country, there are those who 
continue to point to Europe. America 
has taken even further steps in advance- 
ment in that the Philatelic Research 
Laboratories have been established here. 
The mere existence of such an organiza- 
tion is an asset of incomparable worth 
to Philately. Questions of genuineness, 
condition and classification can now be 
solved without invoking the personal 
opinion of individuals. It is the closest 
approach to infallibility that has yet 
been reached. Their facilities are avail- 
able, at a modest fee, for the establish- 
ment of any questionable points in re- 
gard to various stamps. This is not only 
an advance, but it is leadership. The 
international aspect of Philately will not 
be impaired by the recognition of the 
United States as a factor of its proven 
importance. We will merely take our 
place in the world in which we need 
not acknowledge leadership to anyone. 
Certain short - sighted individuals who 
have achieved some degree of prom- 
inence (notoriety) in the Philatelic world 
are so narrow minded that they fail 
to realize the true importance of Ameri- 
can Philately. The “old world” holds 
them in fear and subjection and they

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As mentioned in this column at the 
time of their release, the French Col- 
onies series for the 150th anniversary 
of the French Revolution would be a 
scarce item. This report is confirmed 
by figures just released stating that ap- 
proximately 10,000 complete sets were 
released. 





The popularity of Constitution and 
Fair issues is still proving to be a big 
headache to many New York dealers. 
Although many of the issues are well 
stocked, the Nicaragua Constitution set 
is about as scarce around town as a 
$5.00 gold piece. As a favor to an out- 
of-town friend of mine, I was asked to 
secure for him a set of the Nicaragua 
Constitution issue. After a two week 
search I finally located one of these elu- 
sive sets. It is my belief that there are 
no more than five sets around town for 
sale among dealers I canvassed. At one 
time off-centered sets of this issue were 
seen in quantities. Now, even these off- 
centered have disappeared. 





The Paraguay New York World’s Fair 
set as predicted has sharply increased in 
price. This set as explained by the 
writer had to be scarce. At present, a 
number of dealers in New York are buy- 
ing this set and sending them to Euro- 
pean and South American dealers at 
prices which are far above the present 
retail market. I personally saw one im- 
porter pay a large bill from an Argentine 
dealer at $7.50 per set. 





At present a number of dealers have 
reported that Egyptian stamps are mov- 
ing very well. This is no surprise be- 
cause Egypt has been a very popular 
country. They specially noted that the 
I Pound Wedding stamp which Scott 
never recognized, but Kenmore did, 
proved to be the most popular item. 
This stamp while very speculative seems 
to be a good buy at present. 





I didn’t know that almost every Eur- 
opean dealer who now resides in New 
York has a guilty conscience until my 
phone started to ring. It seems they all 
wanted to know why I had pointed out 
that they had tried to “milk” the Amer- 
ican collector. Maybe I should have 
mentioned that “many” European deal- 
ers have the idea that the American col- 
lector is a sucker. This week the main
